It is usual- 
Jy one of two iron deficiency 
anaemias, That statement itself 
needs amplifying. 


One essential ingredient of 
blood, without which the oxy- 
gen from the air in the lungs 
cannot combine with red cor- 
puscles is iron, 


It is simple to remember the 
statement “not enough: iron, not 
enough oxygen.” 


That is why’ we refer to “iron 
deficiency anaemias.” There 
are two main group of these 
iron deficiences but, as I have 
said, our immediate concern is 
with the ore that is the most 
commonest anaemia met with in 
childhood. 


Our concern is with an iron 
deficiency anaemia. The natural 
query which arises out of that 
statement is why there should 
be any iron deficiency. If we 
ean discover the cause of- such 
deficiency, then it should be 
possible to remove that cause 
and so remedy the deficiency. 

This particular question has 
exercised the ‘minds of doctors 
and research scientists for many 
years and a great) deal more is 
known about dealing with this 
particular anaemia so comrmoh- 
ly found in childhood. 

Obviously we should know 
where the body normally ob- 
tains iron. 


The chief source is the daily 
food, . Certain foods are known 
to have a valuable content of 
this necesary element 


- Liver and kidney, red meats 
generally, eggs, some~of the 
green vegetables and fruits, 
wholemeal bread, fish: all these 
contain some iron 

Milk contains no iron. 


The likely cause of anaemia 
in early childhood is that the 
diet consists principally of milk. 


However, as the child grows, 
im most instances scme of the 
iron-containing foods are inclu- 
ded in the diet. 

Why, then, should there be 
ahy deficiency of iron? 


Quite a number of factors 
may operite to prevent the 
body receiving adequate amounts 
or to cause it to lose iron fast- 
er than it can be replaced from 
food sources alone. 


Rapid and severe bleeding, 
folowing an accident or surgery, 
or continued slow bleeding, may 
have this effect of causing an 
iron depletion 


Once the iron level in the 
blood has -dropped and a con- 
dition of anaemia has begun, a 
much. higher intake of iron is 
required to correct the anaemia 
than can be supplied by the or- 
dinary foods ;alone. In such 
eases other’ more concentrated. 
put easily assimilable forms of 
iron ‘must be given in addition to 
the iron-containing foods. 


Fortunately there is no dan- 
ger of an over-dosage of iron, 
because the body does not take 
up into its chemical processes 
any more than it needs. 


We have been feferring to 
depletion of iron and resultant 
anaemia caused by sudden or 
continued bleeding. Naturally in 
such cases parents will have~the 
benefit of medical advice. 
case of anaemia should be medi- 
cally investigated. ” 


Another common cause of 
childhood anaemia is definite in- 
fection. A condition of anaemia 
may ‘accompany or follow any 
of the infectious diseases of 


childhood,

_ Anaemia is the result of sev- 
eral possible primary causes, so 
that medical assistance should 
be sought whenever there ils 
reason to suspect its presence. 

It may be that some primary

as possible causes of anaemia, 
in children whose diet is am- 
ply supplied with iron-contain- 
ing foods 


In some instances in which 
the diet may be adequate in 
every respect’ some fault in the 
body's processes of assimilation 
may prevent efficient utilisation 
of the iron .n the food 

Some chronic digestive weak- 
ness perhaps, or some idiosyn- 
erasy of assimilation may be 
the cause, so that although 
given the right foods, a child 
may not obtain from them the 
amount of iron required to pre- 
vent the onset of anaemia. 


Another factor also of a nu- 
tritional kind, that has been 
found in recent years to cause 
‘defective assimilation of iron 
is a vitamin factor. 


The absence of certain. vila- 
mins in the diet may prevent 


foods. 


In many instances it -has been 
found \thai when these ‘vita- 
mins have been supplied in ad- 
ditional quantities to those al- 
ready existing in ordinary foods 
the ability to assimilate iron has 
shown a marked increase, and 
anaemia ‘has ‘passed and the 
blood has become normal. 

Now mild iron deficiency an- 
aemia in childhood is a com- 
mon occurrence. 


Recent nutritional surveys 
have revealed that the condition 
is far more widespread than had 
been imagined. 

Not always is the degree of 
anaemia very marked, but wise 
parents of children and adoles- 
cents will be on their guard 
against it. 


I have briefly outlined. some 
in anaemia; loss of blood in- 
of the causes mhich may result 
sufficient iron in’ the diet,. in- 
ability to utilise available fron, 
some primary infection or an- 
other.

Cuisenaire and You, the Parent 


For some time now Infart 
School children at Altona have 
been coming home full of en- 
thusiagm for something which 
they call the “rods.” 

Parents, thinking pack to 
their own school days, could re- 
member only one use. for rods,, 
and that an unpleasant one, so 
that when the oppurtunity arose 
for an explanation of this magic 


“attraction called “Cuisenaire” or 


“the Fods” they were not slow 
to respond. 

On Tuesday, May 10, almost 
100 parents went back te school 
to see for themselves how 
Junior tackles Arithmetic these 
days. They were welcomed by 
the Headmaster of the Altona 
Primary School, Mr G. H. L. 
Treyvaud, who explained the 
important position this new 
method of teaching Arithmetic 
is beginning to assume in mod- 
ern educational practice. 


Himself a member of tha 
Victorian Arithmetic Revision 
Committee which is at present 
engaged in drawing up a new 
syllabus for adoption in the 
Primary Schools, Mr Treyvatd 
is well qualified to speak on the 
subject as he has been in the 
fore-front of many progiessive 
experiments designed td adapt 
the present system to-meet the 





needs of children in a rapidly 
changing world. 

The Infant Mistress, Miss A. 
M. Ridsdale, then briefly out- 
lined the history of this new 
movement instituted by Drs G. 
Cuisenaire and C. Gattegno,- two 
Prominent Belgian educational 
specialists who were alarmed by 
the high’ failure rate amongst 
children who have not grasped 
the basic principles of Arithme- 
tic before proceeding to more 
Gifficult calculations. 

They, designed a set of ten 
reds, of yarying lengths and 
colors with which. almost any 
mathematical idea can be ex- 
vressed. 

With these rods the children 
are able to démonstrate that 
4 plus 4 equals 6 hecause two 
purple rods, called four, fit 
exactly beside a dark brown rod 
called 8. 

Remove one purple rod and 8 
minus 4 equals 4 is the result. 
With a set of these rods the 
children so6n learn to do the 
most, amazing calculations quick- 
ly and accurately with a corres- 
ponding gain in seff-confidence 
and mastery of underlying 
arithmetic facts. 

-The success of the Cuisenaire 
Method was quickiy evident 
when the parents moved into 


the classrooms of Grades I and 
IE to watch over 200 children 
happily and confidently hand- 
ling sums that could make some 
adults blink. 

The joy that the youngsiers 
experienced in handling ‘nese 
rods means a new attitude to a 
subject that has in the past too 
often proved both dull and 
tedious. 


After a period for discussion 
of each ohild’s progress with 
his class teacher, the parents 
voted for the formation of an 
‘Altona Parent-Teacher Assaci- 
ation to meet each term for dis- 
cussions, demonstrations and 
guest speakers on topics of edu- 
cational interest. In this way 
it is hoped that an even closer 
liaison may be fostered between 
home and school so that parents 
and teachers may work together 
for the benefit of the children. |

In these circumstances there 
is no likelihood of the Board 
carrying out such works in the 
foreseeable future. unless the 
funds were provided from some 
other source and suitable guar- 
antees provided for meeting the 
annual maintenance costs. 

The only economically prac- 
ticable means by which flooding 
of the developed area of Altona 
West could be readily prev 2nted 
‘s by the isolation of that are 
from the swamp by means of 
a levee bank about 4000 feet 
long. 

This would leave a small area 
of approximately 130 acres, on 
the @ast, for which an indepen- 
dent drainage scheme (probably 
involving pumping) would be 
necessary. The cost of all this 
work would be the responsibility 
of the Council. 

It is pointed out that in 1954 
the Board suggested that a levee 
bank be constructed further east 
put this was not proceeded with 
because of the Council’s oppos- 
ition. It is now impracticable to 
construct a levee bank in the
